Buying; nt Wholesale.
New York Commercial Advertiser.

Many people, especially women, have an
idea that if they buy goods at a wholesale
place they get them much cheaper than
they could obtain similar goods at one of
the retail stores. . In speaking of this a
wholesale man observed that the idea was
so prevalent that many men and women
practically avoided all uptown retail stores
and bought everything they possibly could
at downtown stores.

"You frequently hear." said he, "the ex-

pression, 'I bought that at wholesale,' or I
got that at cost.' It is a comforting idea,
and it Is a pity that it is not true, but the
fact is that, as a rule, the purchaser paid
Just as much for it downtown at the whole-
sale place as he or she would have had to
pay uptown, possibly a little more. There
are always bargains at retail, nver at
wholesale, except in large quantities. Tho
reason for this is simple enough. The
wholesaler must of necessity protect the
retailer. If he sold goods at cost or at
wholesale prices, it would be manifestly
unjust, and besides there would be nothing
In it for him. and no man is doing business
for amusement, at least not many are.

"If a wholesaler should undersell tho rc-tai- kr

in this way, and the latter felt loss
through it. he might take his custom to
somo other house, and thus cost the whole-
saler thousands of dollars annually. No
one with a grain of sense, 4s going to riskthat, is he? But we have to pretend, in
some cuses. to sell under the regular price.
For instance: A friend, or rather an ac-
quaintance, comes in, and wants something.
We can hardly refuse to sell It to him;
that would make him angry and he mihtpossibly hurt us in one way or another.Enemies don't pay. So we let him havewhat he wants. If we acknowledged tocharging him a full price he would boreus to dt-at- h to get a reduction, so we st U
htm what he wishes at th wholesale fig-
ure, a special wholesale figure In his case
and ho goes out in rfertly satisfied that heha got the best of the retailer. It looksdishonest to do this sort of thing, but Itcan't be helped. If we undersold our cus-
tomers. It would be a little more dishonestwouldn't it?"
